| gas is used to denote any chemical 


substance which may be employed 
as a War Weapon on account of its 
poisonous effect on man, The gas 
may be, as its name implies, an 
invisible vapor, Or it may be mi- 
nute solid particles of liquid drop- 
lets borne in the air, and invisible, 
Or it may be in the form of a liquid 
which evaporates very slowly to 
form vapor, In this case both the 
liquid itself and the vapor are very 
dangerous, They contaminate all 
persons and things they contact, 
and the area involved remains un 
habitable for considerable time un 
loss something is done to neutralize 
the liquid or destroy it 

Two methods of gas attack might 
be used against civilluns -— gas 
bombs or yas The bombs 
would be filled with the liquid and 
iened to explode on the ground 
or just above it. The surrounding 
area would be heavily contaminat- 
and in addition, droplets and 
vapor would be earried some dis 
tance downwind, The vapor would 
last until all the liquid had evap 
orated or the area had been decon 
taminated, The chemical could be 
sprayed from aircraft titted with

What ls Answer To 


Our Coyote Problem! 


Various methods have been used 
in Alberta to control coyotes, and 
still others are in experimental 
stages. 

First organized efforts were coy- 
ote hunts, airplane hunting and the 
use of trained men with coyote 
hounds, In the spring of 1951, cya- 
nide guns were introduced and this 
winter a poison named Compound 
1080 is under experiment. 

In the early part of 1943, after 
numerous complaints by sheep rai- 
scrs that coyotes were menacing Al. 
berta’s lamb crop, the Alberta gov- 
ernment began paying a bounty of 
$5 for each coyote shot. This coyote 
policy was administered by the 
Game Branch of the Department of

A second repellent method suc: | 
cessfully used by an Alberta farmer | 
was made of kerosene, creolin and 
crankcase oil.

Whenever a sheep 
passed from one field to the other, | 
the sacking brushed over the ani. | 
mals back, depositing some of the | 
repellent on his body. 

The farmer believes the smell ot | 
the sheep was so distasteful that | 
no coyote wanted to molest them. 

In April of 1951 the Alberta De- 
partment of Agriculture began its 
use of coyote poison for coyote con. 
trol. An ingenious device known as 
the coyote-getter is used to eject a 
load of cyanide powder into the 
coyote’s mouth. The coyote-getter 
is a small gun loaded with a cyan- 
ide cartridge and placed on the, 
ground. Only a cap, smeared with: 
scent attractive to coyotes, is above 
ground level. When the coyote pulls 
the baited cap, a cartridge is re- 
leased by the firing pin and the 
shell fires the poison into the mouth 
of the animal. The coyote dies with- 
in 40 to 100 yards of the set.

Experiments with coyote repel- 
lents in the Province have shown 
varying degrees of success, This me- 
thod of coyote contro! is relatively , 
unproven and has been undertaken 
privately by farmers and ranchers. 

One of the most unique methods 
in this field is the use of mothballs 
to keep coyotes away from sheep. 
Whether the smell is distasteful to 
the coyote, or the wily animal fears 
the new smell is some kind of a 
trap, cannot be fully ascertained, 
but in many cases it has been high- 
ly successful in protecting stock. 

One rancher in the Rocky Moun- 
tain House district purchased five 
pounds of moth balls and placed 
them around the field where his 
sheep were killed. He dropped one 
at every post and two along the 
wire between each post, For the 
next several days the sheep were 
not molested, but the rancher dis- 
covered tracks which showed the 
coyotes had approached the fence, 
then turned away. 

He renewed the ring of mothballs 
after heavy rains, or whenever nec. 
essary, and reported that none of 
his sheep were lost to coyotes dur- 
ing the whole season, Other ranch- 
ers in the district lost about 50 
sheep during the same summer. 

Another farmer, near Seba Beach, 
reported success with mothballs by 
tleing them in small squares of cloth 
on the bottom wire of the fence, 
about 10 feet apart. Through this |

C..L. TO BUILD POLYTHENE 
PLANT IN EDMONTON AREA 


Canada’s first plant for the manu- 
facture of polythene, a_ versatile 
plastic used widely in the electrical, 
pharmaceutical, packaging and 
other industries, will be built at 
Edmonton by Canadian Industries 
Limited, at a cost of about $13 mil- 
lion, the company announced re- 
cently. Construction is scheduled to 
begin this coming spring with pro- 
duction starting late in 1953. 

The plant, to be erected on part 
of a_recently-purchased 300-acre | 
site, will be the second C-I-L manu- 
facturing unit in Alberta. A com- 
mercial explosives works is under 
construction near Calgary and is 
scheduled to start production next 
spring. 

The polythene plant will employ 
more than 200 persons, the major- 
ity being recruited from the Ed- 
monton§ district. Operations will 
require about 10,000,000 cubic feet 
of natural gas, 8,000,000 gallons of 
water and 35,000 kilowatt-hours of 
electricity a day. 

Polythene is the lightest of all 
commercial plastics and is used as 
}an insulating material for high. 
| frequency wires and cables used in 
|radar. It is a thermoplastic resin 
|made from ethylene gas at high 
| temperatures and under pressures 
of more than 20,000 Ibs, per square 
} inch. It has a waxy appearance and 
feel and is fairly transparent in 
thin sections. It is tasteless, odorless 
and non-toxic, can be heat-sealed, 
; molded, extruded and machined.

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DOMESTIC BARS SHOULD GO 


Pressure is again being put on 
certain provincial legislatures to 
have painters and decorators li- 
censed in specified industrial areas. 
There have been similar attempts, 
some of them successful, by organ- 
izations representing plumbers, bar- 
bers, steamfitters and electricians. 

If all these groups have their way 
a man won't be able to paint his 
own kitchen, replace a burned-out 
bulb or cut the grass in his back 
yard, without being licensed to do 
So. 

This licensed business has gone 
to absurb and dangerous lengths, 
declares. the Financial Post. In far 
too many cases it is simply a move 
to halt competition, to reserve all 
the work in certain areas for a fa- 
vored few. Instead of permitting 
any further expansion provincial 
authorities should undertake their 
drastic curtailment. 

No matter how skilled a person 
may be in his own town or city, too 
often he is not permitted to use his 
knowledge and skills in another 
town or city only a few miles away. 
Before he can do so he must take 
out another expensive license and, 
in some cases, go through the for- 
mality of learning his trade all ov- 
er again. 

There are far too many interna- 
tional restrictions in the world to. 
day, without developing a further 
rash of municipal or provincial bar- 
riers within our own country. If we 
are to grow and prosper, if we are 
to keep costs low and efficiency 
high, these domestic barriers must 
be removed,

Maleic Hydraside: 

This is a chemical discovery still 
so new that it is not for sale as 
yet commercially. Interesting ex- 
perimental work carried out by re- 
search workers during the past 
several seasons show promise for 
this, a growth regulator. A total of 
55 different plots comprising 74 
acres were sprayed with Maleic 
Hydrazide between August 195 
and October 1951 in the United 
States. Most promising results were 
obtained on 12 one-acre plots in 
the center of islands which were 
sprayed once with the chemical at 
the rate of 2 pounds per acre last 
May 2and 3. Maleic hydrazide 
slowed down the growth of lawn 
grasses in these test strips to a) 
point where only two mowings | 
were needed throughout the spring | 
and summer, Adjacent untreated | 
sections had to be mowed 19 times 
i throughout the season. The grass 
in the sprayed plots was equal in 
| appearance to the mowed sections 
| throughout the season. 
| Application of maleic hydrazide ; 
to grass Which has not been cut is | 
preferred in order to give a large, 
absorption area of green foliage. 
One week should elapse before it is 
mowed to allow the chemical to be 
absorbed and translocated to the 
roots of the plants. 2-4, D can be} 
applied at the same time as maleic 
hydrazide and thus the undesire- | 
able weed plants can be eliminated 
and the growth of grass regulated 
in one application,
